AN ACT to amiend section 256.17 of the statutes, relating to Ar-
mistice Day as a legal holiday.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and
assembly, do enact as follows:

SecTtioN 1. Section 256.17 of the statutes is amended to read:
256.17 The first day of January, the twenty-second day of Feb-
ruary, the thirtieth day of May, the fourth day of July, the
eleventh day of November, the twenty-fifth day of December, the
day appointed by the governor as Labor day and by the gover-
nor or the president of the United States as a day of public
thanksgiving in each year, the day of holding the September pri-
mary election, and the day of holding the general election in
